SNOW FALLS IN PARTS OF SOUTH 
DAKOTA, WYOMING, MON­ 
TANA, COLORADO 
St. Paul, Sept. 7.—(U.R)—The north­ 
west felt the cold hand of fall today 
as snow covered parts of South Da­ 
kota and the mercury hovered about 
the 58-degree mark in M innesota and 
North Dakota. 
Snow fell in the re­

City had its earliest snow in nearly 
a half century.

ful of cream, beaten stiff. 
Icebox Pudding.—Take one pound of 
vanilla wafers, one large can of pine­ 
apple, one cupful of nut meats, one- 
half pound of butter and four eggs. 
Cream the butter with one-half cupful 
of sugar, then add the eggs one at a 
time arid beat twenty minutes. Put 
the nut meats and the wafers through 
a meat grinder and make alternate 
layers of crumbs with the pineapple 
and the creamed filling until all is 
used. 
Place in the Ice box twelve 
hours before using. Serve with whipped 
cream. 
Orange Souffle.—Cover one-half box 
of gelatin with one-half cupful of cold 
w ater; after ten minutes add one-half 
cupful of boiling water and stir until 
dissolved. Mix two cupfuls of orange 
juice, two cupfuls of sugar, and stir 
until the sugar is dissolved. Beat six 
egg yolks to a cream and add with 
the gelatin mixture to tile sirup. Put 
into a basin, stand in Ice w ater and 
stir until It thickens. The juice of two 
lemons improves the dish; add one 
quart of cream and freeze.

Cockerels as Broilers 
Those who have been advocating 
pulling die cockerels off as broilers 
rather than keeping them longer In 
order to get more weight on them will 
he interested in the findings of the 
New Hampshire Agricultural college. 
After numerous experiments, they have 
satisfied themselves th at it takes but 
seven to eight pounds of feed to pro­ 
duce a broiler weighing two pounds, 
while it takes anywhere from 111 to 20 
pounds of feed for each succeeding 
pound up to six pounds.
